Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey would have 
authority to make all major ad- 
ministrative decisions in the 
school system under a proposed 
change in Board of Education 
rules, Oscar A. Ehrhardt, said 


today, 
Ehrhardt,- a School Board 
member, proposed the rule 


change at a meeting of the board | % 


Tuesday night. He said the pur- 
pose was to establish better co- 
ordination among the school sys- 
tem’s four autonomous depart- 
ments—instruction, building, fi- 
nance and auditor. 


A majority of the board mem- 
bers has indorsed the change. 


“Tf this rule change is adopted,” 
Ehrhardt said, ‘administrative 
decisions of any magnitude 
would be made by Hickey.” . 


Wording of Proposal. 

The proposed change provides 
that the superintendent of in- 
struction, besides having charge 
of the instruction department, 
would “‘exercise supervision over 
the building department, the fi- 
nance department and auditing 
department to ‘the end of co-or- 
dinating the Operations of the 
several departments” within the 
statutory restrictions. 

The new rule would also give 
Hickey “the power to make 
regulations governing the exer- 
cise of the functions vested in 
him by this (new) rule, subject, 
however, to the approval of the 
Board.” 

Acting Building Commissioner 
Harold E. Dessau, Auditor Thor 
W. Bruce and Secretary- 
Treasurer Mervyn E: Wiethaupt 
said they favored the proposal. 

Ehrhardt said he has found 
that many times, each depart- 
ment approaches separately a 
problem of mutual concern. 

Under state law, the St. Louis 
school system is prevented from 
having a single head with com- 
plete authority over all the op- 
erations of the system. 

Teachers’ Tax ‘Crusade.” 

At a meeting yesterday at Gal- 
laudet School, Hickey announced 
formation of a “Teachers’ Cru- 
sade for Education” to work for 
passage of the proposed 26-cent 
increase in the school operating 
tax rate. 

The proposed tax increase and 
two bonds issues totaling almost 
$30,000,000 will be submitted to 
voters in a_ special election 
March 22. The operating tax pro- 
posal requires a majority vote 
for passage and the bond issue 
proposals, two-thirds majorities. 

The meeting was attended by 
representatives of civic, indus- 
trial and professional organiza- 
tions. It was called by the 
School Board’s community plan- 
ning commiitee to gain public 
support for the tax and bond 
issue propositions. 

Hickey said he will ask all 
teachers in the public school 
system to work for passage of 
the tax increase and bond issues 
by making the public aware of 
the difficulties its school system 
must overcome in coming years. 

150 Teachers Lost in 1959. 

Explaining the proposal for a 
$600 a year across-the-board in- 
crease in teachers’ salaries, 
Hickey said St. Louis lost 150 
qualified teachers to other school 
systems last year because of the 
low salary scale here. 

School enrollment will go up

Van Rie, 31-year-old ship’s ra- 
dio operator, is charged with 
beating Mrs. Kauffman and 
throwing her over the side of 
the S.S. Utrecht, a Dutch freight- 
er. It was alleged that. the as- 
sault followed a shipboard ro- 
mance. 

Mrs. Kauffman, 23 years old, 
was a research assistant to 
Stanley Spector, associate pro- 
fessor of Asian studies at Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis. She 
had traveled on the Utrecht from 
Singapore with members of Spec- 
tor’s family. 

Route Retraced., 


Van Rie did not make the trip 
to Spectacle Island, but was 
represented by counsel. 

The excursion boat retraced 
the route taken by the SS. 
Utrecht when the steamer left 
Boston for New. York City last 
Sept. 18. It backed out of Pier 
5 and entered ‘North Channel. 

John J. McAuliffe, assistant 
district attorney, pointed out 
buoys and other stationary ob- 
jects in the harbor. He told the 
jury they would find there was 
no obstruction between the 
course of the Utrecht and Spec- 
tacle Island. 

Judge Frank J. Murray, who 
is presiding at the trial, told the 
jury that what they observed on 
the cruise was the first evidence 
to be presented by the state, 

Jury Selected.

Phillips ‘Hospital with burns 
of the arms, and face was 3- 
year-old, Sharon _ Fitzpatrick. 
Also admitted to the hospital 
for treatment of burns of the 
ears, was Caroline, 2. They were 
carried out by their grandmoth- 
er, Mrs. Josephine Lacey, who 
occupies an apartment in the 
dwelling. 

Plywood Partitions. 

Robert Streator, a building in- 
spector, told a reporter the dwel- 
ling was being operated as a 
rooming house without a license, 
in violation of a city ordinance. 
Streator said plywood partitions, 
over-sized electric fuses and sub- 
standard rooms were in viola- 
tion of the building code. The 
owner was being sought. 

Firemen said the blaze, dis-

He was asked at his news con- 
ference whether he agreed with 
Republican congressional lead- 
ers that the Democratic critics 
who are running for office were 
undermining public morale and 
breaching national security. He 
replied that he was trying to 
| keep his statements out of the 
) bartieem field. He added that, in 
the fields of foreign relations 
and defense, he hoped these peo- 
ple would not seek headlines and 
would be big enough to seek 
solutions. 

Concern Over Security. 


Some Republican leaders have 
argued that the “leaks” regard- 
ing relative American and So- 
viet missile strength have dam- 
aged American security. The 
President’s view of these pub- 
lished accounts was: ‘The fig- 
ures don’t mean a lot.” 


Mr. Eisenhower had little to 
say in reply to a question about 
his brief visit to Cape Canav- 
eral, Fla., yesterday, when he 
saw. various types of defense 
and space missiles. He said he 
had been impressed by the 
“businesslike atmosphere” down 
there and that he had come 
back feeling better.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (UPI). 
—The United States atomic-pow- 
ered submarine Sargo planted

Pole Tuesday after a 2744-mile 
cruise e Arctic ice pack, 
the ‘Navy announced yesterday. 


The Sargo left Pearl Harbor 
Jan. 18 and arrived in the 
Bering sea on the fringe of the 
ice pack Jan. 26. The next day 
it started a 14-day, 21-hour 
journey under the ice. Two other 
nuclear-powered submarines, the 
Nautilus and the Skate, have 
made the trip. The Skate made 
it twice. 

The Sargo was able to get only 
its conning tower up through 
the three feet of ice at the pole. 
This was enough, however, to 
enable crewmembers to scramble 
out on the ice to take observa- 
tions and plant the flag.

OAK HARBOR, Wash., Feb. 11 
(AP)—A twin-engine Navy patrol 
seaplane, with three officers and 
six enlisted men aboard, crashed 
in Puget Sound today. Two 
bodies were recovered a short 
time later and a search con- 
tinued for the others. There 
were no known survivors. 

The P-5M Marlin, from anti- 
submarine warfare squadron 50 
at the Whidbey Island naval air 
Station, was on a training flight 
when it plunged into the water 
about 11 miles southwest of the 
base. Cause of the crash was 
not known. The wreckage was 
sighted seven minutes after the 
crash was reported by another 
patrol plane.

The Facts Must Be Had 


Unquestionably there is some politics in 
Democratic criticism of the Administration’s 
record on military defense. But there is also 
a lot of politics in Republican efforts to choke 
off the debate by charging the Democrats 
with “leaking” defense secrets. We hope the 
critics will not be silenced. The Russians are 
not likely to learn anything they do not al- 
ready know. It is the American people who 
need to know all the facts about defense, and 
if a political debate serves that end, so much 
the better. 

Senator Symington threatened during the 
hearing before the Senate Preparedness sub- 
committee to reveal the percentage increase 
in Soviet intercontinental ballistic missiles as 
contained in the latest intelligence estimates. 
Mr. Symington contended that the new fig- 
ures indicate a greater Soviet potential rather 
than a decrease as the Administration said. 

A similar threat made by the Senator last 
year led to a reluctant admission by the Pen- 
tagon that the Soviets were expected to 
achieve a 3-to-1 advantage in long-range mis- 
siles in about three years. Republican sena- 
tors, as a result of this, have gone rather far 
afield in charging that too many military 
secrets are being revealed and in appealing 
on the ground of “patriotism” for a cease-fire 
in the debate. Senators Symington and Lyn- 
don Johnson, chairman of the subcommittee, 
are their intended targets. 


There can be no doubt that both these Sena- 
tors are sincerely concerned over the evi- 
dence that the Administration has put a bal- 
anced budget ahead of defense. There has 
been so much dispute concerning the missile 
facts that it may take a revelation by Mr. 
Symington to disclose whether or not we are 
in danger in this field. 


Certainly Congress should not be left in the 
dark on the missile picture. And if it is dif- 
ficult for Congress to get a true picture of na- 
tional defense how much worse must be 
the plight of the layman who understands lit- 
tle of military jargon? President Eisenhower 
said at his press conference last Wednesday: 
“All you (the people) have to do is to inform 
yourselves and you will make good decisions.” 
The difficulty lies in how the people go about 
becoming informed. 


Mr. Eisenhower’s visit to the missile testing 
center at Cape Canaveral on Wednesday obvi- 
ously was a bit of window dressing intended 
to give reassurance. What reassurance actu- 
ally is to be had from knowing that the Presi- 
dent made a three-hour inspection trip of a 
missile test center? The civilians and mili- 
tary personnel there prohably are doing the 
best they can with the funds and the program 
laid before them by the Administration. But 
how well did the Administration allot money 
and plan? 

Mr. Eisenhower has freauently said that 
he should be trusted as a military expert be- 
cause he “knows best.” He has said that he 
is “always a little bit amazed about this busi- 
ness of catching up.” He has said that there 
are too many generals with “all sorts of 
ideas.” And now he has made a dash by jet 
plane to Cape Canaveral and back. 

What is lacking are the basic facts of the 
defense picture and some inkling as to what 
it is Mr. Eisenhower knows best about. If 
the Democrats in Congress can get facts that 
will give real reassurance they will be doing 
the country a real service. 


A Lace Cloth for Lunch 


From time to time Congress brings to light 
an example of military inenvtitude, but seldom 
have we seen one quite like the Air Force 
“on-the-job training” manual instructing G.I.s 
in haw to wash an officer’s dog, make the of- 
ficer’s bed, mix his drinks and set his table 
with lace or colored damask for luncheon and 
“embroidered or hemstitched tea cloths” for 
tea. It is a poor excuse to say, as the Air 
Force did, that ‘the manual has been re- 
scinded, and it is a poor explanation to assert 
that the idea was to give “these individuals” 
an opportunity to learn their jobs. What a 
blow to the morale of a young airman it must 
be to come across such a booklet. And as 
Representative Price of [linois commented, 
“You can imagine what this does to those of 
us who fight for appropriations for adequate 
military manpower.” 


Veto for Problem No. 1? 


The water pollution control bill which the 
House has just passed is a vital necessity in 
assuring the nation of a water supply adequate 
for public health, industrial growth, and, be- 
cause of its importance to industry and agri- 
culture, the sinews of national defense. 

While it may not act for a week or two, the 
Senate is said to be virtually certain to ap- 
prove the bill, and concern therefore centers 
on the possibility of a presidential veto. 
Though President Eisenhower has said that 
water has become the No. 1 national problem, 
he has been consistently hostile to this major 
approach toward solving that problem. He 
opposed enactment of the measure and has 
repeatedly attempted either to have it killed 
or to reduce grants under it for construction 
of sewage treatment works, which would cur- 
tail its effectiveness. 

In its three full years of operation, the pro- 
gram, which this bill would amplify, has well 
demonstrated how much it is needed to over- 
come the inertia of communities in coping 
with their sewage disposal problems, and how 
much is accomplished by even meager fed- 
eral participation. Used in conjunction with 
strengthened laws to crack down on offending 
communities, it has produced the largest 
amount of sewage disposal plant construction 
in the country’s history. Construction has 
jumped as much as 75 per cent with up to 90 
per cent of the increase attributable to the 
stimulus of the federal grants program. 

From the outset, Representative Blatnik of 
Minnesota, the father of the legislation, and 
other students of the subject have felt that 
both more money and larger percentage 

ts were needed to do the job. The Amer- 

Municipal Association reports that re 
markable as the surge in construction has 
been, it is still insufficient to cope with 'the 
huge backlog of needed projects that has 
accumulated over a period of many years. 

The new bill would raise the 10-year total 
on grants from $500,000,000 to $900,000,000 
and continue limiting the Government’s par- 
ticipation to 80 per cent of the cost of any 
single treatment plant, but would raise the 
ceiling on a project from $250,000 to $450,000. 
President Eisenhower in his budget message 
recommended a ceiling of $20,000,000 annual- 
ly, which, considering the dimensions of the 
problem, is a little like trying to clean the

Augean stables with an eye-dropper. Water— 
meaning clean water—has become one of the 
nation’s most acute problems. Is it too much 
to expect the Administration as well as Con- 
gress to act with a determination and on a 
scale commensurate with that fact? 


A School Board’s Task 


The St. Louis School Board has assigned it- 
self an extremely difficult problem in public 
education. Between now and the March 22 
special election a Board that has been the 
center of political controversy will have to 
persuade the same voters who turned down a 
13-cent tax rise a year ago to accept a 26-cent 
hike now and to take on a record-high debt 
as well. It is a staggering task. 

First priority will have to be given to prov- 
ing the need for the operating tax increase. If 
the $1.77 levy that the Board proposes for the 
next two years is defeated, the rate will drop 
automatically to the 89-cent level that can be 
assessed without voter approval. A tax of 89 
cents would produce only 36 per cent of the 
revenue needed to finance the $38,700,000 
budget tentatively adopted for the next school 
year and the system would lose $7,200,000 in 
state aid. 

If the 26-cent levy were to fail, the Board 
no doubt would call another election on a 
somewhat smaller proposition. But since spe- 
cial elections cost about $100,000 apiece, the 
Board is duty-bound to make a compelling 
case for the 26-cent levy and avoid calling a 
second election if possible. 


The Board has made a surprisingly good 
start, although it still has a long way to go. 
The proposed rule change to give Superin- 
tendent Hickey some supervisory authority 
over the presently autonomous Building, Au- 
diting and Secretary-Treasurer’s departments 
seems to be more than mere window dressing. 
The Board evidently is moving to do what it 
can under the law to adopt the principle of 


“unit control,” or administration under a sin-: 


gle executive. 


The Board also has announced its intent to 
seek legislative changes permitting it to do 
away with the captive architectural division, 
thereby enabling the use of indenendent archi- 
tects and engineers in future school construc- 
tion. This could save money. 

But perhaps the most convincing proof of 
good faith on the part of the Board would be 
for it to bind itself to elect a new Building 
Commissioner at the March meeting before the 
election. Daniel L. Schlafly proposed such a 
course. His colleagues turned him down. 
Does this mean that they intend to get rid of 
Harold E. Dessau, the first Building Commis- 
sioner in a long time who has clamped down 
on patronage and waste in that spoils empire? 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt is the most powerful 
member of the Board. He proposed both the 
“unit control” rule change and the resolution 
to try to do away with the captive architec- 
tural division. If he would agree with Mr. 
Schlafly on electing a Building Commissioner 
next month, he might convince some skeptics 
that the Board is actually interested in basic 
improvement of school administration, and 
not just in making enough concessions to get 
by this tax election. 


Complex But Solvable 

The County Election Board has produced a 
wholly inadequate “answer” to the problem 
of candidates waiting in line to get their 


‘names in the first column on voting machines. 


The Board deplored the lineup as “an un- 
dicnified spectacle end unworthy of persons 
filing for public office.” It then rejected 
each of three proposals that had been sug- 
gested as means of corrective action. 

The proposal for using separate machines 
for Republicans and Democrats in the primary 
was “not feasible.” The idea of adding a 
mechanical device to the machines to permit 
vertical listing of names was rejected although 
the cost would have been only $120,000. The 
suggestion for rotating names on the voting 
machines was held to be “impractical” be- 
cause of the complexity of voting districts. 
And then the Board fell silent. Having reiect- 
ed the ideas of others it was either unwilling 
or unable to propose a feasible alternative. 

Chairman Oxenhandler and his colleagues 
ought to re-examine the idea of rotating names 
on the machines. Granted that voting dis- 
tricts in the county are complex. But just 
because a problem would entail some intel- 
lectual effort to solve it is no reason it can’t 
be solved. 


Mr. Khrushchev and Indian Aid 


The welcome United States decision to step 
up economic assistance to India was well- 
timed. It became known a few days in ad- 
vance of Premier Khrushchev’s arrival in 
India, where he hopes to match the favorable 
impression made by President. Eisenhower. 
The Soviet visitor’s trip was preceded by a 
barrage of articles in the Russian press telling 
of the amount of economic aid India has re- 
ceived from the Soviet Union. Now there is 
ample justification for the Indian "press to 
discuss western help at the time Mr. Khrush- 
chev is in town. 

The United States program does not involve 
an increase in the $2,175,000,000 President 
Eisenhower is seeking from Congress for eco- 
nomic assistance, but by selective use of the 
funds available it will provide at least 50 per 
cent more aid for India and increased aid for 
Pakistan and ibly Formosa. United States 
assistance to India has been running at $150,- 
000,000 or mofe a year. The Administration 
wants to increase this to between $250,000,000 
and $300.000,000 in the fiscal year beginning 
next July 1. Most of the money would come 
from the Development Loan Fund. 

The plans for India do not include funds 
for the proposed Indus River diversion pro}- 
ect. If this materializes, and through the ef- 
forts of the World Bank it seems likely, the 
United States is expected to grant or lend 
India and Pakistan a separate sum for the 
development. Mr. Eise plans to ask 
Congress to indorse the Indus project when 
he sends his foreign aid message to the Capi- 
tol later this month. Enthusiastic approval 
should be given quickly, for this co-opera- 
tive enterprise is more likely to stabilize 
Indian-Pakistani relations and compose differ- 


ences than any single measure now under 
consideration. 


In drumming up interest in the steel mills, — 


chemical plants and oil refineries built or 
planned for India with Soviet help, the Rus- 
sians have been trying to minimize the chance 
of embarrassment to Mr. Khrushchev, If Indi-

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Challenge to the Poll Tax 


A 1942 Report Shows Why Senate Voted for Constitutional Amiendment 


From the Congressional Record 


Note: During recent Senate dis- 
cussion of the anti-poll tax amend- 
ment, Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois introduced into the Record 
excerpts from a 1942 report by the 
late Senator George W. Norris 
of Nebraska, speaking for the 
Judiciary Committee. 


These two bills have the same object 
in view, to wit: Making unlawful the 
requirement for the payment of a poll 
tax as a prerequisite to vote in a pri- 


-mary, or other, election, for national 


offices. 
Practically the only question involved 
in this legislation is the constitutionality 
of the proposed leg- 
islation. The com-

The qualification of a voter is gen- 
erally believed to have something to 
do with the capacity of a voter. We 
think it will be admitted by all that no 
state, or state legislature, would have 
the constitutional authority to disqual- 
ify a. voter otherwise qualified to vote, 
by setting up a pretended qualification 
that in face has nothing whatever to 
do with the real qualification of the 
voter. 

No one can claim that the Federal 
Constitution would give a legislature 
the right to say that no one should be 
entitled to vote unless, for instance, 
he had red hair, or had attained the 
age of 100 years, or any other artificial 
pretended qualification which, in’ fact 
had nothing to do with the capacity or 
real qualification of the voter. 


Denial for Poverty 


Can it be said, in view of the civill- 
zation of the present day that a man’s 
poverty has anything to do with his 
qualification to vote? Can it be claimed 
that a man is incapacitated from vot- 
ing simply because he is not able to 
pay the fee which is required of him 
when he goes to vote? 

The requiring of a citizen to pay a 
poll tax before he can vote is in effect 
the requiring of the payment of money 
to exercise the highest qualification of 
citizenship. It is in effect taxing a 
federal function. The most sacred and 
highest of all federal functions is the 
right to vote. It is not within the 
province of a state, or its legislature, 
to fix a fee or tax which a voter must 
pay in order to vote arid try, in this 
way, to come within the Federal Con- 
stitution by calling this a qualification. 

One might add that, since voting is

and hence they devised the poll-tax 
method applied to white and colored 
alike. In other words, the poll-tax 
laws were prohibitive to all people, 
regardless of color, who were poor and 
unable to pay the poll tax. 


We desire to call attention to the 
Virginia constitutional convention 
which submitted an amendment which 
was afterward adopted to the constitu- 
tion of Virginia by which it was in- 
tended to disfranchise a very large 
number of Virginia citizens. We think 
this convention can be regarded as a 
fair sample of other conventions in 
other poll-tax states. Hon. Carter Glass 
was a member of that convention. 


Near the conclusion of the conven- 
tion, Senator Glass delivered another 
address in which he referred to the 
work already performed by the con- 
vention. He said: 


“I declared then (referring to the 
beginning of the convention and the 
debate on the oath) that no body of 
Virginia gentlemen could frame a con- 
stitution so obnoxious to my sense of 


right and morality that I would be 
willing to submit its fate to 146,000 
ignorant Negro voters (great applause) 
whose capacity for self-government we 
have been challenging for 30 years 
past.” 

There is no doubt but what Senator 
Glass stated the real object the con- 
vention had in view. If we concede 
that this was the object of the law, 
then we admit it is unconstitutional be- 
cause, if this was the effect Of the law, 
it in fact made an artificial qualifica- 
tion which, in itself, is illegal and un- 
constitutional, in order to come in 
under the qualification clause of sec- 
tion 2, article I, of the Constitution. 


Recalling Justice Holmes 


Those who believe the proposed leg- 
islation is unconstitutional rely on the 
statement: of a historic fact that, when 
the Constitution was adopted, all of the 
Original States had ) or tax 
qualifications. It seems to us that this 
regulation is subject to the criticism 
which Mr. Justice Holmes leveled 
against the use of history when he 
said: 

“It is revolting to have tio better 
reason for a rule of law than that it 
is laid down in the time of Henry IV. 
It is still more revolting if the grounds 


upon which it was laid down have vane: 


ished long since_.and the rule persists 
from blind imitation of the past.” 

If any citizen of the United States is 
deprived of the privilege of voting by 
any of these poll-tax laws, it seems a 
clear abridgment of the privileges of 
citizens of the United States. 

Such a citizen becomes. an outcast. 
He is subject to all the laws of the 
state. His citizenship is admitted and 
the burdens which rest upon him are 
the same as rest upon all other citi- 
zents. He can be drafted into the 
Army and be compelled to face the 
foe and give up his life to protect the 
lives of his fellow citizens. Yet he is 
deprived of the most sacred. privilege 
of all—the right to vote.

New Concrete Dam 

At Bennett Spring the old 
dam is being replaced. Work 
on the new structure was 
begun in November shortly 
after the close of the season, 
and the contract calls for com- 
pletion by April 15. The new 
dam is a concrete structure 
with a 150-foot weir section, 
a riprap earth fill and a large 
spillway. It is designed to 
provide additional water for 
the hatchery system and to 
overcome somewhat the flood 
damage problem which has 
existed with the present struc- 
ture. 

The old dam is more than 20 
years old and not considered 
safe. The construction work 
on the new dam may be of 
annoyance to the anglers in 
the first month or six weeks of 
the season but the fisheries 
section is making every effort 
to hold inconvenience to a 
thinimum.

Junior player development ap- 
pears likely to be one of the 
larger problems that will grow 
out of the St. Louis District Golf 
Association’s decision .to restrict 
its tournament fields. 
In an action announced last 
night at its annual meeting, the 
association said it would limit 
tournament entries to ““members 
of member clubs.” 
, are having difficulty in 
getting clubs to accept tourna- 
ments,’’ said Glen Echo’s Rowan 
Miller, new president of the as- 
sociation. °¢ 
“We believe that the size of 
the tournament field is part of 
the problem. We are doing this 
on a trial basis and we may 
have to change our opinion. But 
not for a year, at least.” 
The action was acknowledged 
by a veteran official to be as 
drastic as any the association 
has taken in this direction since 
it first held a District Amateur 
championship in 1916. 
Public and fee course players 
are not members of the associa- 
tion’s member clubs and are thus 
barred from the competition to 
which they had been admitted 
previously on a selective and 
limited basis.

PARIS, Feb. 11. 
ONE ALWAYS LIKES to be in on historical events, 
whether your name is Don Ameche, who invented the tele- 
phone, or Spencer Tracy, who invented the electric light bulb. 
The other day, out of the clear blue sky, a representative 
of El Al, the Israeli Air- 
lines called us and said, 
“You have been selected 
to receive the first air-to- 
ground telephone call in 
the history of commercial 
aviation.” 
The man explained that 
El Al Airlines was inau- 
gurating a new service 


their airlines to call their 
loved ones in any part of 
the world by radio-tele- 
phone similar to the ones 
used on ocean-going ships. 

It was something new in 
aviation, he told us, and 
he said, since they had to 
call someone the first time, 
E] Al wanted it to be a 
newspaper man as it's 
easier to make history that 
way. 

“You can have,” he promised us, “‘a scoop.” 

On further questioning we discovered that we wouldn't 
be the first one to receive such a call. El Al has been ex- 
perimenting with air-to-ground telephone for almost a year. 
Some time ago Queen Elizabeth of Belgium called King 
Baudouin from an El Al plane and spoke to him for five 
minutes. 

“Doesn’t that eliminate me as the first person to 
receive a telephone call from an airplane?” we asked. 

“Not really,” the man said. “The Queen spoke 
unofficially to King Baudouin. Yours will be the first 
official call. In the record books you will get the 
credit.” 

It’s the record books that count, and so we agreed 

to get the first official call and told him to go ahead 

with the arrangements. 


The man telephoned back in two hours and said: ‘You 
will be receiving the call at 2 in the morning.” 

“Can't you make it earlier?” we asked. 

“We want to do it from the middle of the Atlantic and 
the plane won't be over the middle of the Atlantic until 2 in 
the morning.” 

If you want to be part of history you have to lose a 
little sleep, so we said all right. 

That night we went home and told our wife we were going 
to get a long-distance call at 2 in the morning. 

“From whom?” she wanted to know. 
- “I don’t know,” we said truthfully.

Ex-St. Louisan Sets Stage for Big TV Shows 


Paul Barnes Switched From Architecture Studies to Become One of skh Men in Intricate Art

NEW YORK, Feb. 11. 

A BOYHOOD HOBBY of col- 
lecting old rocks almost kept 
Paul Barnes from becoming one 
of television’s top production de- 
signers. His father was sure 
that young Paul’s delightful as- 
sortment of pebbles and stones 
could only mean that the boy 
was meant to be a geologist or 
mining engineer. 

Paul had different ideas. He 
liked rocks all right, but his real 
love was his work at the St. 
Louis Community Theater where 
he had become interested in set 
designing. 

“I was having trouble with 
father because I had wanted to 
become an actor,” Paul said the 
other day in an early morning 
conversation before he started 
work on his next production for 
the Telephone Hour, “But acting 
was out of the question and so 
Gordon Carter, the director of 
the Community Theater, had a 
long talk with father and con- 
vinced him that I had a poten- 
tial for designing. The whole 
thing resolved itself in a com- 
promise. We agreed that I would 
study architecture at Washing- 
ton University, and that turned 
out to be a good thing. I didn’t 
have the makings of an archi- 
tect but at least I did learn how 
to draw dimensionally.” 

Known today as a top-notch 
TV production designer, Paul 
created the sets for “Your Hit 
Parade” for eight years and in 
1956 won an Emmy for his ef- 
forts. Currently his name is car- 
ried in the production credits for 
both the Gene Kelly Show and 
the Telephone Hour. 

Despite the fact that today he 
moves in the rarefied atmos- 
phere that surrounds big, spec- 
tacular television productions, 
he talks fondly of the fun he 
had designing sets for the Web- 


ster Groves Theater Guild and* 


for the Webster High Little The- 
ater. 

“It was,” he says seriously, 
“a good basic education in my 
field.” 

After two years of architecture 
at Washington University, Paul 
was tapped for three years by 
the United States Army. Assign- 
ed to a petroleum distribution 
outfit in Italy, he was supposed 
to be a camouflage engineer but, 
in typical army snafu, wound up 
deactivating mines along a pipe- 
line route. 

“They needed young idiots for 
the work,” he says with a laugh. 
“I was eminently qualified.” 

Still uninjured after some 
months in the minefields, Paul 
was sent to Manila, but in the 
course of the 90-day trip on a 
troop transport, the war in the 
Pacific ended. He expected to 
be sent home but was promptly 
transferred to Special Services 
and kept in the Army. 

Finally back in the. United 
States, he entered the University 
of Pennsylvania to finish his 
courses in architecture. But his 
sense of humor got in the way of 
his getting a degree. While de- 
signing a bank interior, complete 
with steel, concrete and plumb- 
ing specifications, Paul finished 
up his project by putting a nude 
figure in the bank’s lobby. He 
thought it would pep up some 


staid old banking institutions 
should anyone be interested in 
the design, but the dean of the 
architecture school failed to 
agree. Paul was notified that he 
was ‘“‘not quite serious enough” 
to qualify as a competent archi- 
tect and the implication was clear 
that everyone concerned would 
be quite happy if he transferred 
to another institution. He did. 
He transferred straight away 
to an NBC affiliate in Philadel- 
phia and the next year joined 
the design department of NBC 
in New York. He worked on such 
productions as “Light’s Out,” 
“Martin Kane”’ and ‘“‘The Clock”’ 
and then took over as production 
designer of “Hit Parade.” 


It was during his eight years 
with “Hit Parade” that he start- 
ed using the revolutionary idea 
in design of a white floor and 
white background going into in- 
finity. In 1954 for the three-net- 
work special starring Ethel Mer- 
man and Mary Martin, Paul was 
given the job of production de- 
signer. That particular Ford 
show is regarded in TV today 
as a classic. Like “Birth of a 
Nation” in the movies. 


Two years ago Paul left “Hit 
Parade” to do the Perry Como 
show and then moved on to the 
Telephone Hour. This past sum- 
mer he did the Gene Kelly show 
on tape. He has done various 
other shows, including ‘‘Hall of 
Fame” and “Producers Show- 
case” and has been production 
designer for two movies, neither 
of which suited him in the least. 

“I guess I torture myself by 
being a perfectionist,” Barnes

says, ‘‘but of all the things I’ve sees that it is properly dressed. 


done there have only been a 
couple that satisfied me com- 
pletely. I always pick things 
apart after I’ve done them but 
I didn’t do any picking on ‘Yeo- 
man of the Guard’ which I did 


did for the Telephone Hour last 
October. With each of these 
there was enough money, enough 
time and enough opportunity for 
research for me to do the things 
in a way that afforded me com- 
plete fulfillment artistically.” 


Not everyone realizes just how 
much labor a production design- 
er contributes to a TV show. 
First the designer must read the 
script, listen to the music and 
get a feeling of the mood and 
period of the production.

Then 
come the paint elevations, also 
scaled accurately to go to the 
paint shop. Then come the fur- 
niture, the set dressing, the 
props, the pictures and the floor 
plan for the director so he can 
lay out his cameras. Finally the 
designer sets up the show and

‘Heart Murmurs 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“WHEN YOU DISCUSSED heart murmurs, you dwelt on 
the less serious or slight ones. I have been told mine is 
bad and I have closed my ears, pretending that all is well. 
Now I want to know more about it. nu.” 

Keep in mind the nature of a murmur. The heart is a 
pump with several chambers, the b.ood moving through the 
valves from one chamber to another, to the lungs, back to 
the heart, and then out through the arteries to all parts of 
thé body. 

“Murmurs” are sounds from the “pump.”” You know how 
a faucet, at times, when it doesn’t shut off, will make a sound. 


The same thing can, and does, happen in the 
heart. Let’s say that a valve does not close quite 
“tight. The pressure in the next chamber then can 
~ force a little of the blood to eddy back into the cham- 
ber which it has just left. Or there may be a leak 

. in the “wall” between two chambers. 


-- The results of these eddies are the sounds we call “mur- 
nitirs.” Technically, there can be others but they all come 
down to the same thing: eddies, gurgles or the like as the 
blood flows along through the heart. 

I think I am warranted in saying that something can 
be done in most cases—and for that reason I’m very glad 
that you have decided to stop “pretending that all is well.” 

~ When I say that something can be done in most 

cases I don’t mean that you can always stop the 
murmur—but it isn’t the murmur that you worry 

_ about; it is what the murmur MEANS. 


% The most spectacular corrective’ measure is, of course, 
héart surgery. Thousands of these operations are being 
dome every year now, although a decade ago they were 
very rare. 

But for every case of heart surgery, there are hundreds 
of patients who benefit by other treatments. Low salt diets 
are one of the simpler, but very effective, methods. If the 
miirmur (or the condition which caused the murmur!) re- 
duces circulation, and fluid begins to accumulate in the body, 
causing swelling of legs, ankles, or other members, the low- 
salt diet helps reduce the fluid, and in turn takes that much 
strain off the heart. Various heart drugs are very useful. 
And (this is more important than many people realize) you 
ci reduce strain on the heart by treating and alleviating 
many types.of chronic diseases which have no direct connec- 
tion with the heart. Putting an end, for example, to a focal 
infection in the teeth, tonsils or other area will reduce the 
amount of work the heart has to do.

Minister’s Book Tells of Editor Who Chose to Die Rather Than Quit F ight Against Slavery

CLARK R. MOLLENHOFS, ‘Pulitzer Prize-winning Washing- 
ton correspondent, went to Waterville, Me., recently to receive 
the eighth annual Elijah Parish Lovejoy award. Mollenhoff, a 
big-shouldered, strong-voiced reporter for the Cowles publications 
(Des Moines and Minneapolis), was a most fitting recipient of 


the award. 


Lovejoy, who was graduated from Colby College at Waterville 
in 1826, lost his life in the struggle over human slavery leading 


up to the Civil War. 


Death came while he was defending his 


third printing press—two had been destroyed previously—against 
the anger of an anti-abolitionist mob in 1837 at Alton, Ill. 


Mollenhoff, who received an 
honorary degree of doctor of 
laws from Colby at the Lovejoy 
convocation, was subjected to at- 
tempted brides and other pres- 
sures when dredging deep into 
labor union racketeering. He 
covered the McClellan Senate 
Committee hearings and on his 
own did a great deal of inves- 
tigating of gangsterism and dis- 
honesty in.some labor unions. 

The persistent, tireless corre- 
spondent received the Pulitzer 
Prize in reporting in 1958 for 
his coverage of that strife-torn 
area of national news. He, like 
Lovejoy, has fought suppression 
of the news whether by private 
or governmental forces. The 
Cowles digger for facts wrote 
a widely noticed article, ‘‘Se- 
crecy in Washington,” for the 
Atlantic Monthly magazine last 
July. 

Lovejoy lived in St. Louis 
from 1827 to 1836, most of which 
time he edited the St. Louis 
Observer, a Presbyterian weekly 
for the Mississippi Valley and 
the West. Yet he has remained 
a relatively little known figure, 
less associated with St. Louis 
than with Alton, his home for 
hardly a year. 

Now for the first time the 
tragic story of the life of the 
first martyr to freedom of the 
press has been told in detail in 
a book by Dr. John G. Gill, for- 
mer Unitarian minister at Alton, 
who with his family is spending 
this year in Geneva, Switzer- 
land. 

Dr. Gill’s biography of the 
assassinated editor is entitled 
“Tide Without Turning: Elijah 
P. Lovejoy and Freedom of the 
Press.”” It was published in the 
Star King Press, and is being 
distributed by the Peacon Press 
of Boston. 

The book grew out of a study 
of Lovejoy which Dr. Gill en- 
gaged in when a _ student at 
Harvard. The fact that Alton 
was the scene of the youthful 
editor’s sacrifice was a factor 
in leading Dr. Gill to take up 
the pastorate of the First Uni- 
tarian Church at Alton, 1944 to 
1950. 

Lovejoy was not yet 35 when 
he was fatally shot at the door 
of the burning warehouse in 
which his cherished press had 
been, placed under guard after 
arriving at the Alton wharf by 
steamboat from St. Louis. 

Dr. Gill considers himself a 
Southerner. He was born in 
Louisville, Ky., in 1909. The 
Lovejoy biographer had not 
crossed the Mason-Dixon line 
before he went north to Harvard 
in 1928. His graduate study was

with such outstanding Harvard 
scholars in philosophy and ‘re- 
ligion as William E. Hocking and 
Johannes A. C. F. Auer, and 
Union Theological Seminary’s 
Arthur Swift. 

Before going to Alton, John 
Gill held Unitarian pastorates at 
Grafton and Hingham, Mass. 
From Alton he went to Tacoma, 
Wash., where he preached until 
1955. Much of the time since 
then he has worked on the Love- 
joy biography. 


His wife is the former Evalyn 
Pierpont of Omaha, Nebr., and 
they are the parents of two girls, 
Susan, 14, and Mary Louise, 10. 
The girls are in a school in 
Geneva this year. Prior to enter- 
ing the ministry, Dr. Gill taught 
Romance languages at Harvard 
and Trinity College, Hartford, 
Conn. 

Lovejoy’s life, as John Gill has 
told it, is presented against the 
background of both the seething 
Mississippi Valley and. the trou- 
bled 1830s when the issue of abo- 
lition of human slavery was be- 
coming more and more intense. 


Although Lovejoy’s life was 
short and his years as an anti- 
slavery editor of the St. Louis 
Observer, and later the Alton 
Observer, were few, the 
stanch, unflinching man from 
Maine made a deep impress 
on his era. 

Following the assassination of 
Lovejoy by a ruffian band at 

Alton, speakers went about the 
country telling groups of the 
tragedy and creating sentiment 
for freeing the Negro slaves. At 
Hudson, O., such a speaker de- 
scribed the tumultuous night of 
Nov. 7, 1837, in the small Madi- 
son county river town and the

spilling of the editor’s blood on 
the cobblestones. 

When the sad narrative was 
ended and the speaker had 
finished, a young farmer stood 
up and said: ‘Here before God, 
in the presence of these wit- 
nesses, from this time, I con- 
secrate my life to the destruc- 
tion of slavery.” 

The newly recruited abolition- 
ist was John Brown whose 
daring raid on the federal arse- 
nal at Harper’s Ferry 21 years 
later touched fire to the powder 
train that burned itself into the 
Civil War. 

Dr. Gill’s book is more than 
history and biography. In his 
years at Alton, the author saw 
the Mississippi in all seasons 
and hours of day and night. This 
experience of having lived in 
Lovejoy’s last community gave 
John Gill feeling for the atmos- 
phere of the book that is an 
outstanding feature of his writ- 
ing. 

Lovejoy was born in Albion, 
Me., Nov. 9, 1802, in a small 
farmhouse overlooking a lonely 
upper New England pond. He 
taught for ‘a while after his 
graduation from Colby and in 
1833 was ordained to preach by 
the Presbyterian church. 


After his assassination, he was 
buried in Alton and some 60 
years later, the State of Illinois, 
in atonement for the crime 
against the life of the fearless 
editor, erected a tall, stately 
monument in the bluff-top ceme- 
tery which contains his grave. 
The monument, with a winged 
figure atop its soaring shaft, has 
been a landmark for river pilots 
for well over a half century. 


When Alton residents, includ- 
ing some of his friends implored 
Lovejoy to soft pedal the slavery 
issue to avoid repetition of the 
trouble that had caused him to 
leave St. Louis, the editor made 
one of the most moving re- 
sponses in the history of freedom 
of the press. He told a public 
meeting in Alton: 


“Mr. Chairman—If you sup- 
pose, sir, that I have published 
sentiments contrary to those 
generally held in this community, 
because I delighted in differing 
from them, or in occasioning a

WHEN AN OPPONENT leads 
his long suit against your no- 
trump contract, you usually re- 
fuse the first trick or two. Some- 
times, however, this hold-up 
play is wrong. 

West leads the six of clubs, 
and you are South. How do you 
plan the play? 

If you refuse the first trick, 
you will be defeated. East wins 
the first trick with the queen of 
clubs and returns a club. West 
covers with the ten of clubs (or 


ing clubs until the ace is forced 
out. 

Sooner or later you must take 
a diamond finesse. West wins 
with the king of diamonds and 


a 2 ee 
clubs. 

The correct play is to win the 
very first trick with dummy’s 
ace of clubs, You try the dia- 
mond finesse, losing to the king. 

Now West cannot: defeat you. 
- If he leads a low club to the 
queen, East cannot continue the 
suit. If West, instead, leads out 
the king of clubs, he will set up 
your jack, 
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Granted that the play works 
as the cards lie. How can you 
tell that playing the ace will 
work better than refusing the 
first trick? 

You are concerned only if 
West has five clubs. If the suit 
breaks 4-3, you can well afford 
to lose three clubs and the king 
of diamonds. | ; 

West has presumably led his 
fourth highest club. He has three 
elubs higher than the six. What 
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are those clubs? 

West cannot have K-Q-10, 
K-10-9, Q-10-9 or 10-9-8. He would 
have led the king from the first 
of these; the ten from any of the 
others, 

The other possibilities are 
K-Q-9, K-Q-8, K-10-8, K-9-8, Q-10- 
8, and Q-9-8. In the first two 
cases it will pay you to let the 
first trick ride around to your 
jack. But in the other four 
cases, you can block the suit by 
playing dummy’s ace. 

To sum up, the odds are 4 to 
2 in favor of playing dummy’s 
ace at the first trick. 

Now that you have analyzed 
the position, you can remember 
it in a shortened form. Don’t 
hold up with A-x-x, opposite 
J-x-x. You can usually block the 
suit by taking the ace.

ercise of my rights. If the 
civil authorities refuse to pro- 
tect me, I must look to God; 
and if I die, I have determined 
to make my grave in Alton. I 
have sworn eternal opposition 
to slavery and by the blessing 
of God I will never turn back. 

“With God I cheerfully rest 
my cause, I can die at my 
post, but. I cannot desert it.” 


On the 150th anniversary of 
Lovejoy’s birth, Sigma Delta 
Chi, national professional jour- 
nalistic fraternity, placed a 
bronze tablet to mark as an 
historic site in journalism the 
spot at which the warehouse of 
Godfrey, Gilman and Co. stood. 

The speaker for the occasion 
was Adlai E. Stevenson who 
earlier in the same week had 
been a presidential nomjnee in | 
the 1952 campaign. | 

Speaking with eloquence that | 
recalled Lovejoy’s own moving | 
appeal to the townspeople of 
Alton, the former Governor of 
Illinois said: 

“Besides commemorating the 
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birth and death of an editor who~ 
had to proclaim the truth at all” 
costs, it seems to me we are 

also dedicating a stone to mark 

the grave of a heresy. It is a 

common heresy and its graves 

are to be found all dover the 

earth. It is the heresy that says 

you can kill an idea by killing a 

man, defeat a principle by de- 

feating a person, bury truth by 

burying its vehicle. 

“Man may burn his brother at 
the stake, but he cannot reduce, 
truth to ashes; he may murder 
his fellow man with a shot in 
the back, but he does not mur- 
der justice; he may even slay 
armies of men, but as it is 
written, ‘truth beareth off the 
victory.’ ”

Attorney General William P. Rogers insists that a bill 
granting the President the power to appoint Federal registrars 
to enroll qualified Negroes to vote in Federal elections, but not 
in state elections, will not work. Under his plan, Federal 
courts would be authorized to appoint referees who would 
register qualified Negro voters and watch over the balloting 
and counting of votes. 


The Rogers plan would permit Negroes to vote 
in both Federal and state elections.
